I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report,  together  with  a Statistical  Return  of  Births  and  Deaths, 
and  a Tabular  Statement  of  new  cases  of  infectious  sickness  for  the  j^ear  ending  31st  December, 
1894 

The  total  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  the  past  year  were  93. 

Scarlet  Fever,  22  ; Diphtheria,  7 ; Croup  (Membi’anous),  2 ; Enteric  Fever,  35  ; Continued 
Fever,  5 ; Erysipelas,  22. 

During  the  March  quarter  11  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  3 cases  of  Diphtheria,  3 of 
Enteric  Fever,  and  5 of  Eiysipelas  in  the  Western  Division. 

In  the  Maesteg  division  1 case  of  Enteric  Fever.  Asylum  2 of  Erysipelas.  In  the  Ogmore 
Division  1 of  Enteric  Fever,  fatal,  and  1 of  Erysipelas. 

During  the  June  quarter  in  the  Western  Division  2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  (no  further  spread 
occurring),  4 of  Enteric  Fever,  1 of  Diphtheria,  and  5 of  Erysipelas.  In  the  Central  Division  2 cases 
of  Enteric  Fever  (1  fatal),  3 of  Erysipelas.  In  the  Ogmore  Division,  1 of  Enteric  Fever  (fatal),  and 
1 case  of  Diphtheria. 

During  the  September  quarter  in  the  Western  Division  2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1 of  Mem- 
branous Croup,  4 of  Enteric  Fever,  and  1 of  Erysipelas. 

In  the  Central  Division  14  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and  1 of  Diptheria. 

During  the  December  quarter  in  the  AVestern  Division  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3 of  Enteric 
Fever,  and  5 of  Erysipelas. 

In  the  Central,  4 of  Scarlet  Fever,  1 of  Dipthei’ia,  2 of  Enteric  Fever,  4 of  Continued 

Fever. 

In  the  Ogmore,  1 case  of  Membranous  Croup,  fatal. 

There  is  some  diminution  of  notifications  in  1891  compared  with  1893,  viz. : — 93  in  the 
former  and  128  in  the  latter. 

Influenza  still  lingered  in  several  parts  of  the  District  and  caused  one  death  in  the  Ogmore 
Division,  three  in  the  Central,  and  four  at  the  Asylum. 

It  is  perhaps  worthy  of  notice  that  there  were  three  deaths  above  90  years  of  age  in  the 
Central,  the  agricultural  division. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  continued  prevalence  of  Zymotic  disease  in  the 
Western  Division  was  noticed  in  my  report  to  the  late  Authority,  also  the  number  of  deaths  among 
children  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  Board  School  at  Co3mhurch  was  closed  from  the  5th  February  until  1st  March  in 
consequence  of  an  outbreak  of  Mumps  ; 48  houses  out  of  60  being  infected,  and  only  12  children 
attending  the  school. 

I called  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  ]3nblic  scavenging  at  Aberkenfig  and  Tondn  being 
carried  out  by  the  Authority,  and  that  this  should  be  begun  before  the  advent  of  the  warm  weather. 
This  change  was  effected  before  the  end  of  the  j^ear. 

I visited  Aberkenfig  and  Tondu  in  February.  Park  Terrace,  Toudu,  I found  in  much  the 
same  state  as  described  by  me  in  1886.  On  the  north  side  huge  cesspools  filled  with  liquid  filth 
seldom  cleaned  out,  and  in  the  gardens  pigstyes  with,  in  some  cases,  the  fall  of  the  ground 
towards  the  houses  ; thus  surface  pollution  from  them,  at  times  of  rain,  is  washed  down  in  the 
direction  of  the  dwellings.  ^ 

At  11,  Derllwyn  Road,  nuisance  caused  broken  drain.  A socketted  pipe  drain  should  be 

laid. 

At  Holh'  Cottage  bad  been  2 cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  with  one  death.  The  house  was  damp 
and  polluted,  water  flowed  from  a pipe  in  the  rear  of  the  premises.  I advised  this  should  be 
connected  with  the  drain  so  as  to  prevent  its  further  use.  I found  it  still  open  at  a recent  visit.  I 
also  advised  certain  structural  alterations. 

At  11,  Evanstown,  nuisance  existed  caused  by  a dirty  yard,  containing  a stable,  with  no 
drainage. 

At  Pandy  Row  nuisance  caused  by  large  manure  heap,  with  no  receptacle.  This  nuisance 
was  reported  in  1886.  A case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  here  in  1893. 

At  Ewermy  a case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred,  probablj^  due  to  drinking  polluted  water. 
The  town  water  pipes  pass  through  this  village. 
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During  the  second  quarter  I visited  Pen  coed  and  Penprisg.  At  the  latter  I found  a privy 
with  the  cesspit  beneath  the  ground,  not  raised  three  inches,  as  required  bj'  the  bye-laws,  although 
built  quite  recently. 

The  well  at  Coychurch  had  been  Availed,  coA’ered  over,  and  provided  with  a pump,  but  it  did 
not  appear  to  me  that  the  overflow  had  been  raised  sufficientlj"  to  prevent  pollution  at  times  of 
sudden  flood  in  the  stream. 

At  Penyfai  Koad,  Aberkenfig,  there  Avas  a stagnant,  polluted  suiTace  drain  in  the  same  state 
as  AAdien  reported  in  June,  1893. 

A nuisance  caused  by  slop-OA^erfloAv  behind  “ The  Rock,”  at  118  and  120,  Bridgend  Road. 
This  has  noAv  been  remedied. 

38,  39,  40,  Penylan  Cottages  : No  proper  through-ventilation,  Cess-pit  OAmrflowing,  and 
insuflicient  priAy  accommodation. 

Contract  to  clean  Ash-bins  not  properlj^  carried  out : cleaning  of  Ash-bins  has  been  much 
improA'ed  since  the  Authority  themselves' undertook  the  AA’ork. 

87,  89,  Bridgend  Road  : insufficient  privy  accommodation. 

12,  14,  15,  Derlhvyn  Road;  Sanitary  defects  reported. 

E.  Mordecai’s  house,  'I’vn3'garn ; Foul  and  defective  privj*.  A case  of  Enteric  Fever  notified 

here. 

AYest  Street,  Aberkenfig : Idre  drain  being  constructed  should  be  carried  far  enough  to  take 
the  seAvage  of  the  last  house  in  the  roAv.  'Jhis  was  ordered  by  the  Authority. 

22,  24,  AA^est  Street : Dilapidated  privj^,  Avith  ill-constructed  cesspit,  A nuisance  at  R. 

Collier's  house,  PAvllandreas,  unventilated  drain  and  sink  Avith  bell-trap.  A case  of  Diphtheria. 

4,  NeAv  Roav,  Kenfig  Hill : A case  of  Enteric  Fever.  Behind  the  roAV  of  cottages  Avas  an 

old,  square,  brick  drain,  Avith  untrapped  openings.  Certain  alterations  suggested  have  since  been 

carried  out. 

During  the  third  quarter  the  Aullage  of  Coychurch  suffered  from  a sharp  and  sudden  outbreak 
of  Enteric  Fever.  In  all  thirteen  cases  Avere  notified. 

The  first  case  Avas  Mrs.  Daniel  Frederick,  notified  29th  Jirly.  This  case  proAmd  fatal. 

Daniel  Frederick,  notified  30th  July,  and  his  child  on  31st. 

Daniel  Jones,  notified  3rd  August,  and  his  three  children  on  6th. 

David  LeAvis  and  EA  an  LcAvis,  also  on  6th. 

Evan  Reakes,  Bryn  Glas,  on  the  7th. 

Mary  Jones  and  Ellen  Jones,  on  the  24th. 

Mrs.  fidiomas  GronoAv,  on  the  31st,  and 

All’S.  Reakes,  Bryn  Glas,  the  last  of  the  series,  on  3rd  NoA’ember. 

At  Thomas  Jones’ house  four  cases.  Cowshed  adjoining  house;  defectiA-e  drainage.  Shed 
required  re-pitching  inside,  Avith  proper  fall,  and  a surface  drain  constructed  to  cesspit.  AYater 
supply  Avas  from  PAvll-3’-Pit  Avell. 

At  Daniel  Frederick’s  house  three  cases.  The  pig-sty  a nuisance.  The  old  kind  of  prAv, 
so  common  in  this  neighbourhood,  Avith  foul  cesspit  beneath  the  seat.  Water  supply  from  P\vll-3*- 
Pit  Avell. 

Disinfectants  Avere  supplied,  and  in  the  fatal  case  certain  articles  of  clothing  burnt. 

At  John  LeAvis’  house,  2 cases,  privy  as  aboA’e,  Avater  suppl}^  as  above. 

EA-an  Reakes,  Bryn  Glas,  2 cases,  foul  pig,  manure  heap,  removerl,  and  surface  of  ground 
disinfected.  This  patient  Avas  in  the  habit  of  visiting  Aveekly  Thomas  Jones  and  DaAdd  LeAvis, 
houses  in  Coychurch.  and  often  drank  Avater  from  the  polluted  Avell.  His  mother  Avas  attacked  later 
on,  probably  infected  through  some  carelessness  Avhile  nursing  him. 

At  'Thomas  GronoAv’s,  1 case,  foul  privy,  common  to  three  houses,  Avith  full  cesspit  beneath 
the  seat,  'i’his  house  Avas  damji  from  a fissure  in  the  AA’all  large  enough  to  admit  one’s  fingers.  The 
roof  Avas  defectiA-e,  and  admitted  rain,  due  to  the  absence  of  crest  to  the  roof.  Unfit  tor  habitation. 
This  patient  had  nursed  Airs.  Daniel  Frederick,  the  first  case  notified. 

Alorgan  Jenkins’  liouse  next  door  had  defectAe  floor,  damp  from  Avater  rising  betAA'een  the 
flags  placed  direct!}'  upon  the  ground. 

Instructions  as  to  disinfection  of  motions  and  clothes  gAen  at  all  the  above  hoAXses  and  dis- 
infectants sn];]4ied. 

Pwll-y-Pit  Avell  is  a sui’face  spring  open  to  pollution,  and  px’obably  polluted  by  flood  in  the 
adjacent  water-cou  rse. 

A small  heap  of  manure  in  a gai'den  across  the  road  presents  the  possibility  of  being  the 
Sjjecific  cause  oi'  the  outbreak. 

'J'he  above  was  I'eported  to  the  Axxthority,  and  I advised  the  closxxre  of  the  Avell. 


A Committee  was  appointed  to  examine  the  spot  and  advise  as  to  means  of  abating  the 
pollution. 

The  well  has  been  cleaned  out  since,  but  the  water  iipon  analysis  was  pronounced  unfit  for 
drinking. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  Aberkenfig  and  Tondu  were  visited. 

Railway  Terrace,  Park  Road. — These  houses  had  damp  walls  owing  to  absence  of  rain  shutes. 
Behind  they  were  damp  from  the  soaking  through  the  wall  of  slops  and  sewage  from  a defective 
drain.  The  privies,  which  are  defective,  should  be  reconstructed,  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws, 
and  a drain  of  socketted  pipes,  with  trapped  gratings  for  the  row,  constructed  to  convey  away  the 
slops.  7,  8,  9,  Railway  Terrace,  are  hoirses  situated  at  the  lowest  portion  of  the  drain  behind,  and 
so  receive  the  soakage  of  the  worst  of  the  sewage.  Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  broke  out  at  No.  8. 

At  70,  Bridgend  Road,  a huge  cesspool  was  being  cleaned  out  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  The 
Avaste  in  money  and  time  expended  in  cleaning  cesspools  of  such  large  dimensions  must  be  enormous 
until  the  Council  insist  upon  small  cesspits  being  constructed,  raised  above  the  ground,  and  other- 
AA’ise  in  accordance  AA’ith  . the  bye-laws.  Such  huge  cesspools  should  be  filled  up  and  privies  AAuth 
properly  arranged  cesspits  constructed. 

Meadow  Street  houses  built  so  recently  as  1892.  Small  cesspool  in  the  garden,  sunk  at  a 
level  too  high  to  take  the  surface  drainage  of  the  house.  The  occupier  finding  the  cesspool  useless 
had  laid  pipes  that  conveyed  their  contents  into  the  street.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  Avater  mixed 
with  blood  Avas  floAAung  into  the  open  street,  the  result  of  killing  a pig  on  the  premises. 

Meadow  Street,  John  Morgan’s  house,  finished  onlj^  a few  months  ago.  Privies  with  cesspits 
beneath  the  level  of  the  ground.  Not  easily  accessible  for  cleaning,  not  in  accordance  Avith  the 
bye-laAvs  although  so  recentl}'  completed. 

The  drainage  from  the  houses  ‘in  Meadow  street  flows  out  into  the  roadAvay. 

EvanstoAvn,  Bridgend  Road  ; Cesspits  a foot  beneath  the  leA^el  of  the  ground,  although  built 
AAithin  the  last  feAv  years. 

These  defects  in  houses  built  so  recently  should  not  exist  under  strict  inspection. 

I adAuse  that  copies  of  all  plans  of  houses,  etc.,  should  be  deposited  Avith  the  Sub-Inspector 
for  reference. 

The  Lion  Hotel : The  stable  door  opposite  to  kitchen  door,  just  across  a passage.  Defectively 
constructed  urinal,  choked  soil-pipe  of  W.C.  W.C.  overfloAvs  on  to  ceiling  of  Ihe  bar  and  Avail  of 
passage,  producing  a nuisance  and  rendering  the  house  unfit  for  occupation. 

I adA’ised,  strongly,  the  erection  of  a public  Abattoir  for  Aberkenfig  and  Tondu,  to  do 
away  Avith  the  necessity  of  the  several  private  slaughter-houses,  Avhich  are  ill-constructed,  ill-adapted 
for  their  purpose,  and  ill-placed  as  to  tlieir  position,  and  to  abate  the  nuisance  that  must,  and 
as  I liaA'e  shoAAm  above  iioav,  arises  from  the  slaughter  of  pigs  on  private  premises,  a course  AA’hich 
I beheve  is  habitual  in  these  villages. 

In  October  I rejAorted  upon  the  “ Pool  ” Farm.  St.  Bride’s  Major.  The  house  AA'as  unfit  for 
occupation  owing  to  dampness,  the  pig-styes  Avere  Avithout  proper  drainage,  and  the  privy  Avas  ill- 
constructed  and  defective.  I have  been  informed  that  considerable  alterations  are  to  be  carried  out 
shortly. 

A roAv  of  3 cottages,  known  as  Bryncethin  Row,  AA^as  reported  unfit  for  occupation  on 
account  of  dampness  and  a stable  Avith  no  proper  drainage  being  under  the  same  roof ; also  a 
pigstye  AA’ithout  proper  drainage  at  its  pine-end. 

In  November  2 cases  of  Continued  Fever  AA'ere  notified  at  Thomas  Jones’s  house,  Waterton. 
A filthy  yard  containing  pigstyes  at  the  upper  end  and  at  a higher  level  than  the  house.  No 
proper  drainage  to  pigstyes.  At  times  of  rain  liquid  manure  from  them  is  washed  down  toAvards 
the  house.  Outside  av.c.  ill-constructed  and  Avith  unventilated  cesspool.  The  Suiweyor  Avas 
instructed  to  confer  Avith  OAA’iier  as  to  necessary  alterations. 

In  November  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig  A’isited. 

18,  Maesteg  Road. — Damp  floor,  due  to  flags  being  laid  directly  upon  the  ground,  producing' 
dampness  in  all  the  ground-floor  rooms.  All  upstairs  rooms  damp  OAving  to  defective  roof.  The 
ground  floor  has  been  raised  but  not  concreted  beneath  as  should  have  been  done.  The  upstairs 
rooms  stiU  damp,  the  roof  not  haAung  been  repaired.  There  is  only  a small  pipe  in  the  road  to  take 
the  surface  drainage,  a larger  pipe  should  be  laid  Avith  a grating  at  its  opening  in  the  road.  At 
Llynvi  Street  the  same  recommendation  is  applicable. 

21,  Bi’idgend  Road  : DefectNe  sink,  no  trap.  Pigstys  too  near  dAA'ellings.  Pigstys  drain  on 
to  the  surface  of  the  Common,  and  cause  much  nuisance  to  adjacent  houses.’ 

177,  Bridgend  Road  : Defective  sink,  no  trap,  box  drain,  offensiA'e  prhy,  Avith  cesspit  beneath 
the  seat,  should  be  reconstructed  with  the  floors  of  privy  and  receptacle  raised  above  the  ground. 
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John  Bellbriclge’s  cottage,  Lalestoii,  visited  6th  December  : General  dilapidation,  old  and 
dilapidated  walls,  admitting  wind  and  rain,  dilapidated  roof  not  weather-proof,  windows  in  living 
room  would  not  open,  defective  uneven  floor,  broken  doors,  no  through  ventilation.  The  old  walls 
full  of  cracks  and  nearly  giving  way.  Dilapidated  chimneys  and  dilapidated,  useless  privy.  On 
being  visited  by  the  Survej^or  the  cottage  was  foiind  unoccupied. 

I beg  to  remind  3mu  that  a scheme  of  sewerage  for  Pencoed  is  of  urgent  necessity,  that  such 
a scheme  was  approved  by  the  late  Authorit}^,  but  was  adjourned  pending  the  election  of  your 
Council. 

An  attempt  to  provide  a proper  water  supply-  for  St.  Bride’s  Major  and  Southerndown  has 
failed,  due,  I believe,  to  the  cost  of  the  undertaking. 

Plans  for  the  sewerage  of  Aberkenfig  and  Tondu,  in  conjunction  with  the  Bridgend  Urban 
Authority,  have  been  prepared  and  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

This  much-needed  improvement  has  been  left  in  abej^ance  owing  to  the  refusal  of  the  land- 
owners  to  state  the  amount  claimed  for  way-leave. 

I regret  extremely  that  in  face  of  the  urgent  need  for  the  work  being  carried  out,  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  surmount  the  difficulty  thus  raised. 

I would  particulai’ly  draw  your  attention  to  what  I have  said  as  to  the  need  of  a public 
slaughter-house  for  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig. 

Of  the  advisability  that  copies  of  all  plans  of  buildings  should  be  deposited  with  the  Sub- 
Inspector,  that  he  may  see  that  they  are  carried  out  properly,  so  that  houses  quite  recently  built 
may  not  be  erected  with  the  defects  I have  instanced. 

And  I beg  to  hope  that  your  Council  will  see  the  desirabilit}^  of  pi-inting  the  Annual 
Beports  of  your  Surveyor  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  urged  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
County  Council. 

In  regard  to  the  statistical  return  of  Births  and  Deaths 

Ogmore  Division,  there  were  47  births,  25  males  and  22  feanales,  giving  a birth-rate  of  21-9. 
Deaths,  23,  amounting  to  a death-rate  of  10‘7.  Zymotic  death-rate  1'4,  and  a death-rate  for  children 
under  1 j’ear  of  age  of  127'6,  and  of  children  under  the  age  of  o years  170’2  per  1000  births. 

Maesteg  Division,  46  births,  23  males  and  23  females,  giving  a birth-rate  of  38’7.  Deaths, 
19,  amounting  to  a death-rate  of  16’0.  Zjnnotic  death-rate,  1‘6,  and  death-rate  for  children  under 
1 j^ear  174-0,  and  under  5 years  195-0  per  1000  births, 

Central  Division,  92  births,  46  males  and  46  females,  giving  a birth-rate  of  27-3.  Deaths,  52, 
amounting  to  a death-rate  of  15-4.  Zymotic  death-rate  0-9,  death-rate  of  children  under  1 j-ear 
108-4,  and  of  children  under  5 years  119-5  per  1000  births. 

AVestern  Division. — 201  births  ; 108  males,  93  females  ; producing  a birth-rate  of  30-4. 
Deaths  79,  giving  a death-rate  of  11-9.  Zymotic  death-rate  0-4.  Death-rate  of  children  under 
1 j-ear  124-3,  and  under  5 years  169-1  per  1,000  births. 

The  deaths  in  the  whole  Sub-district,  excluding  the  Asylum,  were  173,  amounting  to  a 
general  death-rate  of  13-0.  Zymotic  death-rate  0-8.  Death-rate  of  children  under  1 j’ear  126-9,  and 
under  5 years  160-6  per  1,000  births.  Total  births  386  ; birth  rate  29- 

At  the  County  Asylum  there  were  3 births,  all  males,  and  104  deaths.  Four  of  these 
attributed  to  Influenza. 

There  is  a noticeable  decrease  in  the  birth-rate;  32-5  in  1893,  and  29-0  in  1894.  This  is  also 
less  than  the  birth-rate  (30-8)  for  England  and  Wales  in  1893. 

But  the  general  death-rate  has  also  decreased,  fulfilling  a hope  I ventured  to  express  in  my 
1893  report,  the  death-rate  in  1894  of  13-0  contrasting  favourabl}^  with  that  of  14-5  in  1893,  and 
with  that  of  19-2  for  England  and  Wales  in  1893. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  in  the  Western  Division  is  also  much  improved. 

In  co7inection  with  the  lowered  general  death  rate,  however,  it  is  only  fair  to  remember  that 
the  cool,  wet  sujnmer  of  1894  was  more  favourable  to  life  than  the  sultry,  dry  summer  of  1893.
